The Smokes Fund was form- 
ed over a year ago from a com- 
mittee appointed of members of 
the executive of the East Com- 
munity Club and now the fund 
sends a parcel of 300 cigarettes 
every two months to all boys in 
the services overseas, 

Hugh Wygle, sceretary-treas- 
urer of the Smokes Fund, stated 
to The Chronicle that is has al- 
ways been the policy of the 
group to raise money for the 
fund through entertainments, 
which to date have included a 
cake raffle and two dances. 

“The number of boys in Great 
Britain from this nai said 

r, Wygle, “is continually in- 
ph a the fund needs the 
support of individuals to carry 
qn. So far we have only been 
able to send the cigarettes every 
other month, but eur aim is to 
supply the boys with a parcel 
once a month 

“It would solve a big part of 
the financial problem if individ- 
uals made direct contributions,” 
Mr, Wygle continued. “After all, 
these boys are our relatives and 
friends and through these tittle 
gifts we can show them that we 
are right behind them,” 

It was further. pointed out 
that at Christmas last year each 
of the. boys was sent a Christ- 
mas cake along with his parcel 
of cigarettes. — ‘

NOTHING FOUL BUT 
EDITOR’S SPELLING 


Readers last week were appal- 
led to see that’ the ad announc- 
ing the annual chicken supper 
of the Madden Ladies’ Club was 
billed as a “foul supper.’’ Every- 
one who has attended these af- 
fairs know that they are the 
grammatical antipode to ‘foul’, 
and the editor deeply regrets 
the spelling error. 
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Wednesday, September 10th, 
marked the beginning of the 3rd 
year of Canada’s participation 
in the war. In acknowledgement 
of that fact the Government is- 
sued a Proclamation setting the 
period September 10-17 as a 
week of reconsecration of the 
Canadian people to our cause 
and in national honor ‘‘for those 
who on land, sea and in the air 
are defenders of our country.” 
Following is the wording of the 
Proclamation: 


WHEREAS on the tenth day 
of September, one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-nine, the Do- 
minion of Canada declared a 
State of War with the German 
Reich; AND WHEREAS at the 
beginning of the third year of 
this war the leaders of demo- 
cracy have re-affirmed their de- 
termination to continue the 
struggle until the evil of Nazi 
tyranny has been destroyed; 
NOW KNOW YE that We, by 
and with the advice of our Privy 
Council for Canada, have 
thought fit to ordain and de- 
clare and do by this Our Pro- 
clamation ordain and. declare 
that the week commencing Wed- 
nesday the tenth of September 
and ending on Wednesday the 
seventeenth of September, in- 
clusively, in the present year, 
be observed throughout our Do- 
minion of Canada in national 
honor for those who on land, sea 
and in the air are the defenders 
of our country, and in proud 
memory for those valiant hearts 
who have gone out from among 
us in the most precious of all 
sacrifices for our common free- 
dom; AND KNOW YE FUR- 
THER that We do also hereby 
ordain and declare this week as 
one of reconsecration of our 
lives and principles which under 
Divine Providence have been 
our stay and help in the past, to 
the end that torment may be 
lifted from men’s hearts and 
peace and safety come for all na- 
tions and peoples; OF ALI 
WHICH Our Loving Subjects 
and all others whom these pre- 
sents may concern are hereby 
required to take notices and to 
govern themselves accordingly.

Come Linden it’s probably only a mirage. 
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Flier After Sub’s Biood 


BY EDDIE GILMORE 

LONDON, Sept. 9.—The vessel on 
which four American recruits for 
the RAF. were killed recently, was 
trailed for more than a day by the 
attacking submarine, one of the 
seven survivors disclosed here to- 
night. - 

The survivor, Jim Jordan of Pasa- 
dena, Calif., also disclosed for the 
first time the names of the four 
who lost their lives. 

They were: Harry Hay, Talahas- 
see, Fla., William Bishop, Cleveland, 
O., Frank Kruszynski, whose ad- 
dress was unknown to Jordan, and a 
youth whose last name was Cox, 


from New York City. 
Jordan, who like the other fliers 


was trained in “Canada for R.AF. 
duty, donned his uniform today and 
begged for a plane to bomb the sub- 
marine that took the life of his four 
companions. 

“Boy,” he said, sticking out his 
jaw, “I saw those fellows die. I want 
to do something about them.” 
ENGINE BROKE 

The survivors reached a British 
port Friday, and their names were 
made public the following day, but 
few details of the torpedoing be- 
came known to the public until 
Jordan told his story tonight. Here 
it is: 

“We realized one morning that we 
were being trailed by a submarine. 
That didn’t worry us much, but 
later in the day our engine broke 
down. We worked on it—all 11 
American boys—for 16 hours. 

“The broken engine reduced our 
speed from 16 knots to seven. 
That’s a hell of a feeling when you 
know a submarine is after you. 
Anyhow, we chugged along zig-zag- 
ging and twisting for another day 

“The next day there was a fog 
and the first thing we knew out 
of this fog came a plane. It ma- 
chine gunned us, turned a cannon 
on us and dropped a bomb or two. 
The: bomb didn’t hit us but the 
machine gun and the cannon sure- 
ly knocked us about. 

“Along about dusk subs closed in 
on us. We could even see their per-

They would come up, then 
duck down and then come up again. 

“I saw one very close, I ran and 
got the captain, and just then there 
was an awful bang and a mess of 
black smoke and spray.. We were 
hit all right, and ‘began listing to 
port. 

“We were so badly hit that we 
couldn’t stop our engine. She just 
kept going ‘round and ‘round. The 
machine guns and the cannon had 
banged up both our lifeboats so we 
began’ throwing off rafts. 

SLIDE DOWN SIDE 


“I threw one off and then slid 
down the side of the ship after it. 
I got caught in a flock of ropes and 
swung out from the side of the 
boat. Then I swung back and 
bounced off the boat. I reckon 
that saved my life. 

“The others did the same thing. 
The listing boat began chasing us. 
I saw the ship’s propeller cut into 
a bunch of them. and about 20 fel- 
lows including seamen got chopped 
up. 
“All this time the ship’s. whistle 
was screaming. I never knew there 
could be such a horrible noise in 
my life. And I never knew that 
men’s screams could be heard above 
the whistle’s scream. But they were. 
Later, I’m afraid, their screaming 
stopped.” > 

Jordan said he and 10 others 
clung to two rafts for 114 hours. 
The submarine approached them 
once, he said. 

“The sub gunner turned his gun 
on us,’ Jordan said, “I thought it 
was all up. Then the commander 
waved him aside. He later gave us 
some meat.” 

A Polish warship.-picked up the 
survivors. Thirty-seven of the ships’ 
crew and passengers were lost.

OTTAWA, |Sept. 9.—Export: clear- 
ances of Canadian wheat amounted 
to 1,460,706 bushels in. the week end- 
ed Sept. 5 compared with 215,288 
bushels in the previous week and 
2,457,281 bushels in the correspond- 
ing week last year, the Dominion 
Bureau of statistics said today. 

Wheat receipts in the prairie 
provinces in the week ended Sept. 5 
were 6,399,564 bushels, a decrease of 
1,872,993 bushels over the revised 
figures of the previous week. In the 
corresponding week a year ago re- 
ceipts were 16,924,081 bushels. 

Receipts by provinces with. 1940 
figures in brackets: Manitoba 1,254,- 
698 (2,050,292); Saskatchewan 4,022,- 
305 (11,063,850); Alberta . 1,122,561 
(3,809,939) bushels. 

Marketings in the prairie prov- 
inces from Aug. 1 to Sept. 5, com- 
pared with the same period in 1940: 
Manitoba 6,085,426 (10,075,675); Sas- 
katchewan 13,541,758 (29,129,322); 
Alberta 5,881,569 (10,473,700). bushels. 

Stocks of wheat in Canadian ele- 
vators totalled 44,449,911 bushels in 
the week ended Sept..5 against 438,- 
meee in the previous week and 

388,592 in the corresponding 
week ‘a ago.

the week ended Sept. 5 totalled 470,- 
737,304 bushels, an increase of 4,587,- 
689 over the previous week and an 
increase of 154,173,273 over the cor- 
responding week of last year.

Open Season 
For Nimrods 


With winter advancing on the 
northlend, promising early migra- 
tions of ducks and geese, Alberta 
sportsmen are looking forward to 
one of the best shooting seasons in 
years. 

For the first time in a decade, 
prairie chicken and pheasants will 
be open game, and these birds, to- 
gether with ducks, geese and part- 
ridge make up the bill-of-fare for 
this fall. 

Already guns are popping in the 
Peace River block and the far 
north, for the season north of the 
Athabaska river was thrown open 
Monday. 

Calgary nimrods swing into action 
next Monday, when the duck and 
goose season south of the Athabas- 
ka is inaugurated. On October 1, 
a@ month of prairie chicken shoot- 
ing will open for the district be- 
tween Calgary and Athabaska, with 
a two-month partridge season start- 
ing the same date for the whole 
territory south of the Athabaska. 

South of Calgary, prairie chicken 
will be open game from October 11 
to 18, 

PHEASANT SEASON 

Pheasants will be open game 
October 13 to 18 in that area south 
of the line running from the Sas- 
katchewan border where the Red 
Deer river crosses it, upstream to 
where the Rosebud Creek flows into 
th Red Deer, thence up the Rose- 
bud to where the Carstairs Creek 
flows into it, thence up the Car- 
stairs to the north boundary of 
Township 29, then straight across 
country to. the east boundary of 
Banff National Park. 

This area roughly follows a line 
from the east boundary of Banff 
National Park through Carstairs, 
85 miles north of Calgary and east 
through the Drumheller Valley w

Aluuaituin Drive’ 
Is Postponed 


» Dates for the:scrap aluminum 
drive by the Canadian Red Cross 
in Alberta which were originally 
set for Sept. 12 and 13 have now 
been postponed until September 
26 and 27, in view of the late 
opening of schools through the 
Poliomyelitis ban. 

Round up all your scrap alum- 
inum pots, pans and odds and 
ends to give to the Red Cross— 
but remember, it is no saving to 
send in articles which are in use. 
It is scrap aluminum that is 
needed so urgently in the war 
effort.

Prairie chicken are numerous this 
year, having greatly increased dur- 
ing the years they have been closed 
game, and the foothills country 
northwest and southwest of Calgary 
is alive with the birds. 

Partridge are plentiful in the 
plains areas east and southeast of 
Calgary and fairly numerous in the 
districts south and northeast. 

Many wild ducks spent the sum- 
mer in lakes north, northeast and 
east of Calgary and sportsmen say 
thousands of mallards can be ex- 
pected in early October. 

A few northern ducks have been 
noted in the Beiseker and Brooks 
areas while a few geese have also 
been spotted in the Cypress Hills. 
The Cypress Hills is the favored 
goose migration trail, running down 
the east border of the province and 
the best goose hunting in the prov- 
ince is found in the South Saskat- 
chewan Valley between Empress and 
Medicine Hat, and in the hilly 
country south to the U.S, border.
